The young man drove home 
from the doctor’s office. As he 
parked his car and pulled the 
hand brake, he felt a sharp 
pain in his back. He writhed in 
anguish. 
Never had he felt such severe 
pain, but he was only 16 years 
old, a pupil at Pottstown High 
school. 


He was returning from a 
physical examination to de­ 
termine the cause of his 
sore throat, swollen glands, 
and feeling of fatigue. 


A blood test confirmed the 
doctor’s 
suspiciop: 
infectious 
mononucleosis, the ‘"‘kissing di­ 
sease.” 
So 
greatly 
had 
the 
disease sapped him of strength, 
concluded the doctor, that it 
took only slight exertion for him 
to wrench a muscle. 


This, another side e f f e c t 
of the mysterious disease afflict­ 
ing thousands of high school 
and college students each year. 
Medical science, as with other 
suspected virus infections, has 
yet to isolate the cause. A virus 
is suspected. 
Antibiotics have been used ex­ 
perimentally to combat the ill­ 
ness, 
but the treatm ent 
gen­ 
erally rem ains standard: lots of 
bed rest. The cure can take 
from several days to several 
months.

Pottstown 
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Aftershocks Continue to Strike 
Quake Area; Over 3000 are Killed 


* VARTO, Turkey (AP) - 
Moans and cries from the debria 
have ceased and authorities in 
’Varto gave up hope Monday of 
finding any more survivors in 
the disastrous quake that killed 
and injured several thousand 
persons in eastern Turkey last 
Friday. 
Premier Suleyman Demirel 
* estimated in Ankara that 2.000 
persons had been killed and 58,- 
000 families were left homeless 
by Friday's quake. But Hasan 
Kafagil. prefect of Varto, said 2,* 
129 dead had been counted in 
the Varto area alone. Officials 
in the disaster zone have said 
the toll may reach or pass 3,000. 
They also reported more than 2,- 
* 300 injured. * * • 
Varto is a county seat of some 
700 mud huts and civic build- 
( ings. It bore the full fury of 
the quake. It lost hundreds of 
residents and all but three 
buildings. Varto is in Mus Prov­ 
ince, just to the south of Ezrur* 


urn Province, which also was 
hard hit. 
"We don’t believe anybody 
'can still be alive under that rub­ 
ble,” said an official in Varto. 
Aftershocks hit the country­ 
side for the third successive day 
since the big quake — some pre­ 
viously cracked buildings in 
nearby Hinis township col­ 
lapsed. 
The new tremors terrified 
hundreds of thousands of dazed 
peasants in the four stricken 
provinces of eastern Turkey. 
Thousands have taken to tents 
in the field or wrap themselves 
in blankets at night. 
In Varto, soldiers and volun­ 
teers 
continued 
to 
scrape 
through the debris but officials 
said no townspeople had been 
dug out alive since Saturday. 
The situation was believed the 
same throughout the devastated 
country side, In the village of 
Yukari Yaka, four miles from 
Varto, 60 survivors were freed 
from their destroyed homes 


Saturday and Sunday. 
• • • 
Villagers cried for picks and 
shovels to dig out 130 relatives 
and neighbors killed by the 
quake there. 
‘‘We want the bodies,” they 
told authorities. 
Rescue crews still were trying 
to reach 9i villages for the first 
time' sin.ee the big quake. Many 
dead and injured were reported 
there. 
A U.S. military field hospital 
was set up at Varto, and an 
American spokesman said about 
200 injured had been treated. 
With military installations in 
Turkey, an ally in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
the United States was first to 
come to the aid of the stricken. 
Doctors, tents, food and medi­ 
cine were flown to the quake 
area in transports. 
Britain sent 15 relief workers, 
medicine and food. Funds or

To help the government with 
the relief problem, the U.S. or­ 
ganization CARE released $30,- 
009 worth of food and clothing in 
Ankara and said further assist­ 
ance will be provided. 
Thousands of Turkish soldiers 
were dispatched, to 'the four- 
province area — Erzurum, Mus, 
Bitlis and Bingol — to help in 
rebuilding, digging out debris, 
and aiding the suffering. The 
Turkish 221st Infantry Regiment 
was sent to Bingol Province to 
help rebuild or repair 2,800 
dwellings.

For people with more 
modest savings and incomes, homes here average from $9.000 
to $13.000. Golf courses, beauty parlors, games and. community 
activities are part of living, and every morning the newsboy— 
the only youngster within miles—brings a paper to tell you how 
hard it is snowing back home. Most couples with good equity 
'their homes can afford such, accommodations, and can get along 
nicely on a retirement income of $200 a month. For those with 
less cash and more income, homes can be purchased with FHA 
conventional financing. 
For1 those whose retirement income is fairly low, and who 
must harbor their savings against the costs of illness, there are 
many hospitable cities which offer sunshine at lower cost. Most 
of these, like St. Petersburg. Florida, are well known. 
But so far only one retired person out of ten has decided to 
begin life again in a new place and climate after 65—even though 
the percentage seems on the increase. Most still prefer to re­ 
main in the familiar surroundings of a lifetime, and. for them, 
too. there is a new answer coming to the question: where to Eve?

There’s Danger Still 
CUMMER can be a time of danger for you 
and your youngster. 
As the season draws to a close, many 
families are looking forward to a camping 
trip before school starts, a visit to a rela­ 
tive’s iarm, or just a weekend away from the 
city. 
Even the most city-pent adult knows that 
bees and their relatives, hornets, are to be 
avoided. But some very young children 
might not know. Be sure to tell them. 
Some persons are so sentitive to bee 
stings they may die from only one sting 
unless a doctor treats them quickly. 
It isn’t usual, but it docs happen. In 
mild reactions, all that may develop after the 
initial pain is a large local swelling which 
may last several clays and itch very in­ 
tensely. 
• • • 
But in moderately sensitive persons, a 
sting by a bee, wasp, yellow jacket, or 
hornet, may cause wide spread swellings or 
hives, wheezing, faintness, dizziness, vomit­ 
ing, abdominal cramps, or diarrhea. There 
also may be some shortness of breath, 
nasal discharge or stuffiness in the nose, and 
some tightness in the throat. Occasionally, 
there may be aching and swelling of the 
joints, and a bruised appearance may de­ 
velop at some part of the body distant from 
the sting. 
The highly allergic person can sustain 
one sting which can produce shock and 
prove fatal within minutes. Fortunately, 
these extreme reactions are rare. 
The mechanism of allergic reactions to 
insect stings is not completely understood, 
but, frequently, the degree of sensitiveness 
in the allergic individual increases with 
each succeeding sting. 
In other words, if you once were stung by 
a bee and suffered little more than localized 
pain and swelling, your next bee sting may 
have more serious consequences. 
• • • 
Suntan lotion attracts bees and other in­ 
sects, and so do perfumes, hair spray, hair 
tonic, and many other cosmetics. Don’t dress 
your children in floppy clothing in which 
insects might become caught — and don’t 
dress that way yourself. 
Bright - colored clothing, flowery prints, 
and black clothing should be avoided. On the 
other hand, light colors, such as white, 
green, tan, and khaki, are believed neither 
to attract nor to antagonize bees. 
Children should be taught not to pick 
up toys without cheeking first to make 
sure that no insects are on them. Public 
trash baskets should! be avoided. 
If you are stung by a honeybee, scrape 
the stinger off immediately. This can be done 
with one quick scrape of the fingernail. Don’t 
try to pick up the venom sac between your 
thumb and forefinger: this merely squeezes 
more venom into the wound. 
If you or your child should be stung by a 
bee or other stinging insect, a trip to a 
doctor is a wise precaution no matter how 
mild the reaction. 
The best way to avoid stings is to keep 
away from stinging insects — and see that 
your children keep away, too.

WAS IT a tempest in a concert hall or 
merely a misunderstanding? Whatever the 
reason, the appearances of Jascha Heifetz 
and Gregor Piatigorsky at the Ix>s Angeles 
Music Center have been cancelled. 
The violin and cello masters had been 
scheduled to play four concerts in the gleam­ 
ing new* Dorothy Chandler Pavilion Sept. 25. 
Oct. 2, 9 and 16. performing a full range 
from chamber music to concertos. 
Heifetz announced today the programs 
will be given in New York's Carnegie 
Hall. He explained the reasons at bis hill­ 
top home in Beverly Hills. 
As is his custom. Heifetz inspected the 
Music Center in advance to test acoustics 
and other matters. He had done so after the 
Concert Hall was completed 18 months ago 
and found conditions highly favorable. He 
was soloist at the initial concert. 
e

“BUT WHEN I went back this time, things 
were different.” he said. “When I walked on 
the stage, I said, This isn't wood.’ I was 
told that it was linoleum or something, put 
there for the light opera season. 
“I must confess I have an ignorance of 
degrees of opera. I know there is a grand 
opera. Also a light opera. And I suppose a 
welterweight and a bantamweight opera. 


This I do not understand.” 
The music center is used during half 
the year for the Los Angeles Civic light 
opera musicals, the other half for con­ 
certs. Heifetz also was disturbed by the 
presence of microphones. 
“The Music Center is a lovely hall; the 
acoustics are fine,” he said. “We don’t use 
mikes, never have, except for recordings. 
There is too much amplification today; the 
public scarcely hears natural sound any 
more. They should be allowed to listen with 
their own ears.” 
Heifetz laid down his specifications for 
continuing with the concerts. The Music 
Center concluded it was unable to comply. 
Within 24 hours the concerts were switched 
to Carnegie Hall. 
William Severas, general manager of the 
Music Center, commented: “Of course we re­ 
gret tremendously the decision not to give 
the concerts in Los Angeles. But it was phy­ 
sically impossible and unfeasible to meet 
Mr. Heifetz* request.” 
Severas explained there was no time to 
remove and reassemble the sets of “Half a 
Sixpence” between the Saturday and Monday 
performances. The concerts were to be held 
on Sundays. 
Severans was mystified by Heifetz’ com­ 
ments about the mikes. “Naturally we would 
use no amplification for him,” said the 
general manager. 
Asked if he was upset by the Music 
Center’s decision, the virtuoso said wryly, 
“I am counting to the proverbial ten—or 
perhaps a hundred.”

A Treasury Department of­ 
ficial said Monday that propos­ 
ed legislation aimed at anti- 
Viet Nam War activities is 
unnecessary and might infringe 
on a citizen’s constitutional 
rights. 
Another witness. Brig. Gen. 
William W. Berg of the Defense 
Department, said these antiwar 
demonstrations have in no way 
hurt troops’ morale on the bat­ 
tlefield in Viet Nam. 
Fred B. Smith, the Treasury's 
general counsel, told the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities there already are laws 
to cope with most situations 
covered under legislation the 
committee is considering. 
But they conceded there was 
no prosecution of those who so­ 
licited and sent money for medi­ 
cal supplies to the Liberation 
Red Cross of the Viet Cong. He 
said this was due to technicali­ 
ties in the regulations. 
m

These technicalities have been 
eliminated, he declared, and the 
United States blocked the funds 
through other means. 
Berg, deputy assistant secre­ 
tary for defense for military 
personnel, told the committee: 
“We do not have any evidence 
or reports that indicate that the 
morale of our forces has been 
impaired by the demonstrations 
of dissent to United States poli­ 
cy, or by the gestures of imped­ 
ing the military effort.” 
One of the reasons cited for 
the need for such legislation by 
the committee is to boost mor­ 
ale of U.S. forces in Viet Nam, 
The Justice Department is 
expected also to oppose the leg­ 
islation as unnecessary Tues­ 
day, when Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark testifies. 
Rep. Joe R. Fool, D-Tex., 
chairman of the special sub­ 
committee holding the hearings, 
said the department has indi­ 
cated this view in a letter. 
The hearings Monday were in 
calm contrast to the turbulent 
sessions of last week when ag­ 
gressive Viet Nam War witness­ 
es representing groups at Berk­ 
eley, Calif., appeared. 
Only a handful of police were 
on duty compared to more than 
400 then. The big old House Of­ 
fice Building caucus room was 
mostly empty, and the atmos­ 
phere was relaxed. 
The bill proposed by Pool is 
aimed at those who attempt to 
interfere with the movement of 
U. S. troops and supplies to Viet 
Nam and at those who solicit 
funds and medical supplies for 
the Communists. It carries a 
maximum penalty of $20.000 
fine or 20 years in prison. 
“1 am personally sympathetic 
with the motives which underlie 
this legislation,” Smith said. 
But he argued “to extend the 
scope of existing law to cover 
such matters as advocacy and 
solicitation might involve diffi­ 
cult questions of infringement 
upon the constitutional rights of 
our citizens.”

influence upon the consumer market. 
2. Because of his affluence and the 
nature of the very products which are 
geared to his desires, the Teen - ager 
has developed a sub-culture of his own, 
with

d r e s s , 
mannerisms, 
language, and values. Or non-values, 
as you prefer. 
3. This 
sub - culture 
has 
naturally 
widened the already observable gap be­ 
tween 
teen - agers 
generally 
and 
the 
adult world. 
4. This gap widens even further be­ 
cause of the teen-ager’s own uncertainty 
about his future in a world which, no 
matter who did make it, HE didn’t make. 
You may forgive me for this cliche if 
you happened to read Russell Baker’s 


fine little satire called “A World They 
Never Made” in the New York Times. 
But this world, for which we tend to be 
blamed. does include not only James

Face Wait for Building 


Upper Perkiomen district pu­ 
pils will lace a year of make­ 
shift housing waiting for t h e 
completion of their new h i g h 
school in Red Hill. 
With school enrolment hitting 
the 2550 mark, temporary facili­ 
ties were called into use by the 
area school directors for the 
coming term. 
An additional two rooms 
for high school academic 
use will be created in t h e 
second floor of the agricul­ 
ture building. 
Formerly it was a single 
classroom 
f o r 
agricultural 
studies. By the use of two par­ 
titions it will be divided into 
three rooms, with one for th e 
agricultural pupils. 
The base­ 


ment of the building will remain 
solely for agricultural instruc­ 
tion. 
Superintendent 
Dr. 
Donald 
Thompson explained that with 
only 23 boys enroled in th e 
Agricultural department for the 
coming term, the smaller area 
will serve. 
The 
second center for the 
overflow will be in the two room 
annex to the Pennsburg elemen­ 
tary building, which wasn’t used 
last year. It will contain four 
kindergarten classes. 
A former plan to send the 
youngest children to the Red 
Hill building was dropped in 
favor of housing 10 sections of 
older children there. 
Two fourth grades, four 
Fifth grades and four Sixth 
grades will be assigned to 
the older Red Hill building, 
said Thompson. They will 
take up all classroom space 
in that building.

Our society has created an abundance of 
education, an abundance of economic vitality 
to support it, and an abundance of teen­ 
agers—without providing any restraints or 
guidelines which are intended to direct our 
disposition, in moral or ethical terms, of 
this abundance of talent, of opportunty, and 
temptation. 
Waller l.ippmann puts it this way: 
“ We have established a system of edu­ 
cation in which we insist that while 
everyone must he educated, yet there is 
nothing in particular that an educated 
man must know.” 
The colleges, as a source of moral 
standards, are of very little help. Most of 
them are so concerned with the admittedly 
essential values of academic freedom and 
the right of political dissent that they will 
expend their corporate moral energy de­ 
fending a faculty iconoclast while taking a 
haughtily relativist view of personal be­ 
havior. 
A college professor is praised by his 
colleagues if he expresses a “ moral'’ view 
on Vietnam or Alabama: but he is jeered 
at if he uses the word “ morality” to justify 
any procedure designed to control or set 
standards for student discipline. 
We should, says this type of prophet, get 
out of Vietnam because it is “ right;" but 
we should not tell our students how to behave 
because nothing they do, relatively speaking, 
is “ wrong.” 
I once heard a dean of a great university, 
when challenged by an alumnus on what 
seemed to the old gentleman a laxity of 
discipline, reply: "Oh, but we don’t want to 
tell the boys what to do." There is, I should 
like to suggest, an abdication here which 
makes our task all the harder.

This young man and others like him live 
in a thriving subculture 'bounded on one hand 
by his skill in what passes for popular music, 
and on the other by a bankroll for which 
Horatio Alger’s heroes would have worked 
half a lifetime. 
And the parents* reward for their pur­ 
chased armistice? To be shut out, complete­ 
ly, from the boy’s life. 
*

W E deal next, with a generation which 
regards us with increased suspicion be­ 
cause of the disposition we have made, or 
failed to make, of the collective security of 
our young. 
Some older members of this sub-gener­ 
ation wonder why "w e” are in Vietnam, 
blame us for their likelihood of being drafted, 
and sulkily proclaim their defiance of the 
value system which inflicted these troubles 
upon their lifetime. 
Many of these, of course, are among 
the first to volunteer for hazardous ser­ 
vice, and the first to leave college to do 
battle in Alabama ©I Nigeria. There’s 
nothing wrong with their innate ideal­ 
ism : we are simply not providing It with 
any orthodox outlet that they will accept. 
And finally we deal with a group of 
young people who wonder what we are try­ 
ing to put over on them: this incessant stress 
on progress, on success, on admission to a 
"good” college or preparatory 
school—a 
generation which buys these values because 
they are the best on the market, but which 
inwardly rejects them because they are too 
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mentary school and half in the 
junior-senior high school.

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to a group-centered standard, or response 
to the challenge to compete, and often of 
doubt as to his ability to become anybody of 
his own, anybody at all. 
Both as teachers and as parents we say 
that we “ sympathize," but I wonder if we 
do, or if we do it right. I wonder if we are 
not sometimes too ready to dismiss teen-age 
insecurity, and its refuge in group-minded- 
ness, with the easily formed phrase: “It’l 
just a stage; he’ll grow out of it" without 
re flee ting that he or she is not yet out of it 
and hence needs our sympathy. And by

sympathy we should not mean patronization 
(“ I was a boy once m yself") or gushing 
solicitude ("I know how hard it is for you, 
dear") but rather the forgiveable flattery 
of taking the young seriously. 
When a boy or girl works hard at 
something, an athletic team or even a 
rock ’n roll combo, something has been 
accomplished that is worth noticing. 
Or if, in a rare burst of confidence, he 
wants to tell us something, we should thank 
our stars and get ready to listen. For we 
cannot say to a teen-ager what we should 
like to say, and be listened to, unless he can 
say to us w hat he would! tike to say, and be 
listened to. 
Many of us, I am sure, do all too much 
talking and not enough listening. And many 
young people are reluctant to confide be­ 
cause they have received too little encourage­ 
ment. 
Damvata—"Control.1” Eliot writes: 
The boat responded Gaily, to the hand 
expert with sail and oar. 
We are always talking about control, 
but we seldom agree on what we mean by 
it. We should like to control haicuts, dating 
habits, homework, bed hours, and moral 
attitudes. 
We are never going to have absolute 
control over all of these areas, and we shall 
have to settle for less. The kind of control 
that will establish or re-establish authori­ 
tative lines of communication with the young 
today must rest on something more convinc­ 
ing than the traditional “ Do it because I said 
so." 
• 
* 
• 
'T ’HERE ARE storm warnings in the air, 
warnings that a younger generation cod­ 
dled by commericial interests, indulged by 
the wrong sort of giving, and only half- 
the wrong sort of giving, and only half-ed­ 
ucated to make reason the ruler of their ap­ 
petites, will not listen willingly to a voice that, 
like Poe’s raven, can utter only one word: 
“ Nevermore" or, in plain language, “No.’* 
Please note the word “only;” we still can and 
should say “ no" a good deal of the time, but 
not just “ no" all by itself. We have brought 
upon the earth a generation that, for better 
or worse, wants its appetites satisfied, its 


questions answered, and its rights respected. 
We have a number of choices: to rely on 
traditional prohibitions alone, to give up the 
struggle completely, to enter into open com­ 
bat, or to exert an intelligible authority 
founded upon a recognizable moral order. 
It Is the last, of course, that 1 hope 
we shall do. For “control" is at the 
heart of any ordered society: control of 
the immediate appetite in the interest 
of ultimate good, control of the immature 
instinct in the interest of its eventual 
maturity, control of ourselves in the 
interest of those whom we serve. 
But to control In these term s means 
that w t must first both give and sympathize. 
The hand on the tiller must be expert, the 
response gay. The whole noting of pedagog­ 
ical absolutism with which we may have 
grown up must yield to a kind of partner­ 
ship in which we, as senior partners, exert 
a more sophisticated control by genuine 
moral conviction rather than by an ideologic­ 
al birch rod. 
• • • 
A ND TO do this we have to be good at 
our jobs. We have produced, in our 
schools, a race of students who are bright­ 
er, more competitive, and more ambitious 
than we were at the sam e age. They ex- 
pec t—though they don’t always admit it—a 
good deal of us, and if they don’t find it they 
will seek other standards. 
We must be vibrant and exciting enough 
to reclaim their allegiance if we have lost 
it: we must be generous enough to give 
what we most prize; and we must be sensi­ 
tive enough to sympathize without condes­ 
cending. We must also be strong enough to 
stand firm at the risk of being disagreed 
with. 
“Why don’t we let him be what he wants 
to be?" Why not? But let’s see if what “he 
wants to be" isn’t really a superficial revolt 
against what he thinks WE are. In so much 
of our current juvenile unrest we find a dis­ 
torted notion of what adults stand for: re­ 
pression, 
hypocrisy, 
and 
stodginess. 
Our 
image is a bit tarnished and needs refur­ 
bishing. 
We are, after all, the keepers of the 
house. We do not tremble, I hope, at the 
prospect. We are privileged to be our­ 
selves: men and women who value ex­ 
cellence of the intellect and the spirit, 
who see the next generation as the main 
object of our lives, who will admit both 


our errors and our convictions, and who 
will dare to be wrong in the little things 
for the sake of being right in the big 
ones. 
We are confronted with a generation 
which demands that we respond with intel­ 
ligence and respect to their questions and 
their doubts. We can so respond as long as 
our allegiance is where it has always been: 
to our students and their future. 
“ Why don’t you let him be what he wants 
to be?" What does he REALLY want to be? 
The answer is so simple that it shouts across 
my whisper: H E wants to be a man. It is 
our job to show him. as well as we can, what 
a man is and how high he can reach.

patently the result of a status-centered so­ 
ciety. Suspicion in the young often lies close 
to the news of the day. 
• * * 
¥ ET US go on now to our five generaliza- 
lions. If they are true, what do we do 
about them? I prefer to take them as a 
whole rather than piecemeal. For they add 
up to one summary statement : the American 
teen-ager, particularly one who is privileged, 
has developed a sub-culture which has no 
necessary relation to our own, which m a y - 
depending on the time and the situation—be 
alien to our own, and in which in any case 
suggests a very questionable allegiance to a 
society which we are generally blamed for 
having made. 
We have given life to these young people 
(so they learn in biology class), but we have 
done little else, beyond the essential provi­ 
sion of money and the family car on occasion, 
to make them feel at home in the arid and 
neglected waste land which they call society. 
We have tended, instead, to expect them 
to behave like teen-agers, to accept the im­ 
portant truths from our lips but not always 
from our lives, and to leave the rest for dis­ 
covery. “ Why don’t we let him be what he 
wants to be?" 
And shall the keepers of the house 
tremble? Is it now our job to say: “We’ve 
got to meet 
the kids on 
their own 
ground, condone permissive dating prac­ 
tices, include them in our cocktail par­ 
ties, and in general yield to their al­ 
ready powerful urge for the satisfaction 
of their appetites"? 
Shall the keepers of the house tremble? 
Not if we are keepers and not merely 
janitors. 1 think we have nothing to tremble 
about: enough trembling has been done al­ 
ready by the timidly liberal, the liberally 
timid, the irresolute and the unready. Al­ 
most every adolescent I know has acknow­ 
ledged in one way or another the existent 
of some Suprem.e Idea — something that 
spells right. 
Even the agnostic who complains about 
compulsory chapel has a window into his 
being that is open to the right password.

As 
keepers of the house, we are more than 
housekeepers. It is up to us to determine 
whether we can or should “ let him be what 
he wants to be/* or whether we can or 
should stop him.. 
T. S. 
Eliot’s “ The Waste Land" is not 
commonly read 
as an optimistic nor even 
as in idealistic poem.. Most of it is a savage 
condemnation of a world which, even in 
1922, struck the poet as being both sterile 
and obscene. 
That it la still so widely read suggests 
that it still has something to say to a gen­ 
eration “forty years on.” 
What stirs Eliot’s contempt—fruitless 
materialism, loveless sex, joyless living 
—strikes a familiar chord as we read 
our morning paper. 
The Waste Land he describes is a moral 
desert 
filled 
with 
crime, 
deception, 
and 
sterility. 
Yet in his final section, “ What the 
Thunder 
Said," the poet begins to give the 
beginnings of an answer which in his later 
works was to take a more affirmative and 
orthodox shape. It Is a threefold answer 
which struck me, on re-reading the poem, 
with my class last month, as being rem ark­ 
ably well adapted to the problem we have 
been discussing. For Eliot, like ourselves, is 
concerned 
with 
an 
alienated 
culture, 
a 
society that has lost its bearings, a ruck 
where there is no water. 


T IE MAKES the Thunder say three things 
to the Questor: Datta (Give), Dayad- 
hvam (Sympathize), and Damyata 
(Con­ 
trol). These are, of course, eastern words 
from an eastern cult, but their meanings 
emerge clearly in the context of the poem. 
I suspect that they may emerge at least as 
clearly in our own. 
“ Give." 
Eliot 
asks: 
“ What 
have 
we 
given?" Perhaps too much, and too little. 
Too much of what society already has in 
abundance—toys and play-things and money 
and amusement and tolerance—too little of 
what makes for a grasp on things and a 
sense of having roots in the earth. 
What we give is so likely to be part and 
parcel of what we have received: comfort 
and security and 
suburban values — less 
likely to part of ourselves, what we are, 
what we believe, and why. We have half­ 
lost a whole generation of young people by 
the wrong kind of giving, by what often 
seems a payment of ransom instead of the 
free gifts of love and stability. 
Why do we so often withhold from the 
young what is most precious in ourselves— 
our convictions, our ideals, our values — 
when so many of the young people we teach 
are hungry for something in which to believe 
and someone who stands up for belief?
